WATER PIPE EXTENSION 


At the last town meeting the Water Commissioners were au-. 
thorized to extend the 6 inch water main northward on Cheney St. 
for a distance of 1,100 feet. Also to lay a 6 inch main northward’ 
from the west end of Union Court to Oak St., setting a suitable 
number of hydrants on each line for good fire protection. The Se- 
lectmen were authorized to hire $3,300 to meet the estimated ex- 
pense. In accordance with that vote 1,086 feet of 6 inch pipe has: 
been laid on Cheney St. Extension. Two hydrants and one 6 inch 
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gate have been set and all houses beyond Grove St. have been con- 
nected with the new pipe. Asamatter of convenience and econ- 
omy, the small cement lined pipe formerly supplying part of the 
houses on that street, was not taken up. The cost of this exten- 
‘gion was $1,018 46. 

On Middle St., extending northward from the west end of Union 
‘Court to Oak St., 2,160 feet of 6 inch pipe has been laid, connect- 
ing with the 4 inch pipe on Union Court, the 4 inch pipe on Pleasant 
St., and the 6 inch pipe on Oak St. The 14 inch pipe on Syndicate 
grounds has been connected both on the east and west sides, also 
‘the 14 inch pipe on Green road. Four hydrants and four 6 inch 
gates have been set on this line. By connecting Union Court‘ and 
Pleasant St. 4 inch lines with the new line of 6 inch pipe, the effi- 
ciency of the hydrants on those two streets has been doubled, and 
that part of the town is adequately protected. Very heavy Burl- 
ington pipe, 36 lbs. to the foot, was laid. The cost of this line was 
-$1,902 71. 

The cast iron pipe for these jobs was bought at $23.50 per ton, 
delivered in Newport. This low price materially assisted in keep- 
ing the cost of the two jobs below estimates. 


SERVICE PIPE CONNECTIONS 

During the year, service pipe connections have been made to 16 
houses, to the Standard Oil house and stable and the cider mill of 
E. B. Call. A 4 inch connection has also been made to the B. & 
M. R. R. water tank. Of the additional houses supplied, two are 
on the Unity road line and two in the town of Unity. By these new 
connections and additions 22 more families are supplied with town 
water. 


MEADOW ROAD 
To furnish water for the Standard Oil Co’s stable and stand 
pipe, and E. B. Call’s cider mill on Meadow Road, there has been 
laid 2625 feet of 13 inch and 200 feet of 1 inch cement lined pipe at 
-a cost of $137 98, from which .deducting $33 06 received from par- 
ties supplied, the net cost to the town was $104 92. 


EAST UNITY 
To furnish a domestic water supply for Chauncy M. Quimby and 
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Wm. Millen at East Unity, there has been laid, 470 feet of 1 ineh 
cement lined pipe at a cost of $167 38, from which deducting $20.06— 
received from the parties supplied, the net cost to Newport Water 
Works becomes $147 27. The water rent on the two extensions of 
cement lined pipe mentioned above, exceeds 8% on cost. 

To the house and barn owned by Dr. J. L. Cain on Unity Road, 


_ there has been laid, 622 feet of 1 inch cement lined pipe, the entire 


expense from the street line being borne by Dr. Cain. 

To the farm house owned by Elmer Quimby on Unity Road, 223 
feet of 1 inch cement lined pipe has been laid, the expense from 
line of highway being borne by Mr. Quimby. 


MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS 


Investigation as to a leak on Main street bridge, showed the 
need of the reconstruction of the entire boxing around the pipe. 
Nearly all new material had to be used, the entire cost being 
$164 68. 

The water tub near Manle Street Cemetery has been replaced 
by a new one at a cost of $21.50. 

A new water tub on South Main street has been placed about 30 
feet south of the location of the former one, the entire expense be- 
ing $43 07. 

Four leaks on the mainline and six on service pipe connections 
have been repaired, and the repainting of hydrants has been com- 
pleted. 

A portable blacksmith forge, an anvil and tongs and a grind- 
stone have been added to the shop equipment at a cost of $22.75. 
Nearly all sharpening of tools and making up of goosenecks and 
lead bends has been done by Mr. Brockway during the year. This 
expense for additional tools and an increase of about $150 09 in pipe 
and material in stock, has been carried into maintenance and re- 
pairs account. 

A book of records locating all gates, shut-offs, service pipe con- 
nections and other desirable data on the water works system; also 
records of all sewer pipes laid, locations of all flush tanks, man- 
holes and Y’s for house connections has been completed, which is to 


‘be kept in some building outside of that in which the water works

office is located. This has been done so as a matter of precaution, 
lest the card and small book records kept in the water works office, 
should at any time be destroyed by fire or water.

e GILMAN POND 


The questions of quality and quantity of Newport’s water sup- 
ply are of vital importance to the community. So long as an av- 
erage annual rainfall of 40 inches continued there could be no ques- 
tion as to the abundancein store. But when in successive years the 
quantity was reduced about one-fourth it has sometimes become a se- 
rious matter. During the fall and winter of 1913-14 the water in 
Gilman pond reached so low a level as to cause great anxiety. But 
on April 19 the high water mark was again reached. With flash- 
boards and bags of sand the wasteway was raised temporarily so 
that an extra 10 inches was stored by May 15. Frequent showers in 
July and August prevented the excessive use of garden hose during 
that period, and but little water was used by the Street Sprinkling 
Association. As a result there has been no lack of water, although 
many towns and cities came near a waterfamine. The Water Com- 
missioners would recommend that the wasteway at the outlet of 
the pond be permanently raised 18 inches. Having purchased a 
strip of land 2385 feet long and varying from 50 to 100 feet in width | 
of Dr. D. M. Currier the past season, the town now owns more 
than one-half of the shore line. 

Nearly all of the remainder of the shore line is so steep that the 
damage by increased flowage during a short period in the spring 
would be but slight. It should be stated, however, that by the pro- 
posed increase in height of the wasteway a few more acres of 
swampy land, owned by the town, would become flouded. This 
should b2 cleared and stripped in the near future to avoid any vege- 
table taste in the water. ; 

As a permanent improvement, at a cost of $181 18, there has 
been erected during the past season about 2300 feet of four strand 
wire fence over the so-called Gilman farm, by which with other 
fence already there nearly all the land bought by the town on that 
aide of the pond is inclosed. Through the open land 14 inch iron 
pipe set in concrete was used for posts. 


Approach to the pond by cattle and horses is now effectually 
prevented along this shore. 


Ata cost of about $100 00 the land bordering the pond on the 
farm of Mrs. John Paul, west of the gate house, has been cleared

misdemeanor, and any person or persons guilty thereof, shall pay a 
fine of not less than one dollar ($1.00) or more than twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each and every offence. 


A cheerful compliance with the requirements indicated in this 
section, will lessen the plumber’s bills, and will aid in the success- 
ful operation of the system.

Cemetery Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Newport: 

During the past year the total number of burials in town has: 
been 101, of which four were in North Newport extension, 21 in the 
Pine Grove cemetery and the balance in the old cemeteries. 

Two lots have been sold in the North Newport extension for 
which $35.00 has been received and 12 lots in Pine Grove cemetery 
for which $257 72 has been realized. 

The permanent care fund for the Pine Grove cemetery now am- 
ounts to $1,118 00 and accrued income unexpended $42.78, and the > 
permanent care fund of the North Newport extension $237.50, and 
the unexpended income $7.52. 

The income from the above two funds can only be used for the 
care of the cemetery from which the funds originated. 

The permanent improvement fund of the Pine Grove cemetery 
including interest amounts to $707.62, and the permanent improve- 
ment fund of the North Newport extension amounts to $68.50. 

The cash on hand Feb. 6, 1915, amounts to $222.04. 

During the past year a cobblestone and cement wall has been 
placed along the north side of the Maple Street cemetery at a cost. 
of $1,200.00; the expense having been met equally from a special 
appropriation of $600.00 by the town and an equal amvunt solicited 
and collected by ladies connected with Reprisal Chapter, Daughters. 
of the American Revolution. It is hoped that some generous, pub- 
lic spirited person will offer to donate suitable iron gates for the en-. 
trance. 

Efforts are being made and will be continued by the Daughters. 
of the American Revolution to secure another fund of $600.00, pro-- 
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vided the town will appropriate an equal amount to erect a suitable 
wall along the southerly end of the west side of the cemetery. 

If this is done we have the practical assurance of the giftjof 
suitable iron gates for the Church street entrance. 

We therefore recommend that the town appropriate $600.00 
toward the erection of such a wall, provided an equal amount is 
contributed from other sources. 

We would recommend that $500.00—the same amount as last 
year—be appropriated for the cost of burials and general care.

REPORT OF 


TOWN WEIGHER 


To the Selectmen of Newport, N. H.: 

I hereby submit my report as Sealer of Weights and Measures: 
for the town during the past year. I have visited and examined. 
every place where scales or measures are used for the purchase or 
sale of any goods or commodities, and have tried, proved and sealed 
the same, all of which have been itemized in my certificate, given 
the owner, and are duly recorded. 

On June 16, by request, I examined the town hay scales and’ 
found them incorrect. With 220 lb. weight, they indicated about 
216 pounds, sometimes more, and again less. The action of the 
beam was sluggish. In my examination, I concluded the trouble 
was in the scales’ pivots, and I think they need new pivots. I 
therefore, instructed the weigher to use them only in weighing 
hay and coal, or commodities of no more value per pound than hay 
or coal. I think the town should have a modern standard scales 
with about 10 tons capacity, capable of weighing correct, a quarter 
of a lamb, or an automobile truck, heavily loaded. 

I have in my possession as town standards weights and meas- 
ures, the following: One 50 lb. grip weight, one 25 lb. grip weight, 
one case of 11 brass weights, range 4 lb. to one-fourteenth oz.; one 
set nickel plated liquid capacity measures, range one gallon to one 
gill; one portable balance; one set dry capacity measures, including 
one-half bushel, one peck, one-half peck, one- fourth peck and ,one 
quart.

REPORT OF 


BOARD OF HEALTH 


There is nothing of very unusual interest for the board to re- 
~port at this time. 

There has been no epidemic of any note during the year. A 
few sporadic cases of diphtheria were reported which were taken 
under immediate contro!, resulting in preventing any further con- 
tagion. 

In the spring we endeavored to co-operate with the Woman’s 
‘Club in cleaning up the town and in trying to keep it so by posting 
notices prohibiting the throwing of paper and other refuse on the 
‘street or other public places. 

The board intends to take more astringent means the coming 
season to prevent our streets and parks from being strewn with 
rubbish and our back yards from being the depository of filth, which 
in its rotting and filthy condition is the breeding place of flies and 
is a menace of the public health. 

There are a few very poor families in town that are living in a 
destitute and unsanitary condition. Ic is difficult to correct the 
condition unless the town or county is willing to furnish clean bed- 
ding and proper clothing to the half clad children. 

There are still some families that are using water for domestic 
purposes that comes from wells or springs situated within the lim- 
its of the village. Some of these we know tc be impure and we 
recommend that they be discarded. 

In the last few years there has been no inspection of our milk 
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‘supply. To reduce the infantile mortality of the town as well as to 
conserve the health of the older people we recommend that all milk 
offered for sale shall be regularly inspected. This is suggested not 
only in the interest of the consumer, but also in the interest of the 
producer,

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


‘To the Citizens of Newport: 


I herewith submit a report of the Fire Department for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1915: 

During the year the department has responded to 10 bell 
alarms, 24 still alarms, and 27 forest fire calls. 

During the year there has been added to the equipment, as 
per vote of the town, a new hose wagon, built by the Abbott, 
Downing Company of Concord, at a cost of $550.00, which is fully 
equipped and meets a long felt need of the department. There also 
has been added a set of swing harnesses for the hook and ladder 
truck, which will add materially to the efficiency of the depart- 
ment, especially when it is necessary to respond to the outlying 
districts when more than one pair of horses is needed to respond 
with the steamer. 

The fire alarm which we have was installed in 1894 and is in 
good condition. Since its installation, however, there have been 
improvements, some of which ought to be adopted in the interest 
of economy, and I would recommend that a storage battery be in- 
stalled at an expense of about $550. This amount can be saved in- 
expense of maintenance, I am informed, in from five to six years,’.- 
In addition, you receive more reliable service. I wish to call at- 
' tention also to the lack of fire alarm boxes. There have been no 
new boxes purchased for some time. In fact, only three since the 
‘system was installed. Our town has grown, and there are a num- 
ber of places where boxes should be located. 

I wish to thank the citizens in behalf of the departmert for the 
generous support during the year.

To see what sums of money the district will vote to 
raise and appropriate for building and repairing school houses and 
out buildings, as the needs of the district may require, and provide 
suitable furniture and apparatus and needful convenience therefor, 
and pay for the insurance of the property of the district from loss 
by fire, and for the support of schools, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 
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Art. 10. To see what sums of money the district will vote to 
raise and appropriate for medical inspection in the schools, and 
pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 11. To see what action the district will take to provide. 
additional-room or buildings for the first grade, other grades now 
located in the central primary building, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. : 

Art. 12. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

SCHOOL REPORT 


Gentlemen of the School Board: 

I hereby have the honor of presenting you my second annual 
report; the tenth in the series under district supervision. As in 
those previously submitted, the work of the year past, comments 
on the same with suggestions for the future may constitute the 
scope of this report. 

In our schools throughout the town a few over seven hundred 
pupils are registered during the present year. In charge of these 
children are twenty-five teachers. It has been our endeavor to so — 
divide the work of these teachers as to secure the best results. 
When one considers the various homes from which the pupils come; 
the advantages .and disadvantages placed before them in those 
homes; our floating population causing continual arrivals and de- 
partures from the schoolroom; often the change of teachers; the 
embarrassment in caring for delinquent pupils; crowded school- 
rooms too little appreciated by the outsider; when a few of such 
conditions are taken into account, the average reader may under- 
stan that this report can but touch upon the work as covered by 
the average pupil in the average school in charge of the average 
teacher. sagt 

At the last school meeting an amount of money was set apart 
to finish the room on the second floor of the Guild school. This 
move was advocated because each year about $500.00 was being ex- 
pended for the transportation of pupils to the upper grades of the 
village schools. The improvements made were a new hardwood 
floor; walls and ceiling plastered; a three-foot wainscotting around 
the room; a cloak room across the front of the building; new black- 
boards. I believe the neighborhood and district will profit by the 
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_ changes made in that school thoroughly equipped for class work as 
those here in the village. Conditions there today well justify the 
amount expended. The total registration there for the year has 
been a few over seventy pupils. Mrs. George Dodge of Sunapee, 
whom many Newport citizens wel] know, is teacher in the upper 
grades; Miss Bernice Prescott of West Concord, a graduate of the 
Concord Training School for Teachers, has charge of the primary 
grades. . 


The school at Northville with nearly the same number in at- 
tendance is under the charge of Mrs. Daniel Murdo and Miss Helen 
Haven. Possibly this school has suffered as much as any in town 
by the constant arrival and departure of families. 

Miss Annie Melrose is at Reed school and Mr. Joseph Cutts at 
Kelleyville. While the attendance at these two schools is neces- 
sarily small, yet the neighborhoods demand their continuance. The 
maximum attendance at Kelleyville has been nineteen; at Reed’s 
twenty-two. 


Coming to our village schools I have about the same report to 
make as that of last year. At the commencement of the fall term 
our Kindergarten was more than over-crowded, We were obliged 
to limit the number to thirty-eight. About fifteen were denied ad- 
mission. We excluded the youngest. Although some parents con- 
sidered the act a hardship, yet it was unavoidable. The proverbial 
pint will not hold the quart. We simply could not accommodate. 


At the opening of the spring term one year ago, we leased the 
old East Primary School, now the property of the Catholic church. 
This building was once owned by the district. Here we have ac- 
commodated between thirty-five and forty first grade pupils. . The 
first grade in the Primary school numbers forty-three. Here we 
have an enrollment of about eighty children in the first grade. AlI- 
lowing the usual number of promotions, the second grade for next 
year will number about sixty-five. A problem for solution will be 
how to care for them as a grade. Doubtless some temporary ar- 
rangement can be found, yet there is but one answer to the ques- 
tion. Additional quarters in the way of a new building face the 
taxpayer. Today our enrollment in the Primary school is about two 
hundred sixty-five. I say again, no teacher can do satisfactory 
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work with fifty pupils. Forty-five is a crowded room. The 
teaching force in this building remains the same, excepting in the 
sixth grade. Mr. L. 8. Record is teacher and principal of the 
building. 

We have for another year carried on the work in the ungraded 
room—this in the Richards Schoo!. Miss Hadley has done what the 
name imp.ies: taught pupils belonging to no particular grade.. A 
mistaken idea is that pupils in the third and fourth grades in that. 
room are doing work commensurate with that in the Primary school. 
Such is not the case. There are children in that room who can do 
work in no other way. Some can but poorly speak the English 
language. Some are forward in arithmetic but decidedly behind in 
reading. With our changing population today we need the room. 


I recommend its continuance. 


Our seventh, eighth and ninth grades average about thirty-five 
pupils each. The question of the continuance of the ninth grade is 
still a problem in the minds of many. The query as to what that 
grade is doing has provoked discussion. The question of what it 
does that the cighth is not doing, raises a doubt as to the value of 
its existence. 

I am not arguing the maintenance of this elementary grade. I 
am not pleading for it as an essential part of our school system. 
However, I do most emphatically state that its work has many a 
time proven its worth. 1 know that many a pupil has re- 
ceived more from the high school course because of the year spent 
in the ninth grade. Imost sincerely believe that its discontinu- 
ance will mean two years study for many a pupil in the eighth 
grade. Lack of maturity is a weakness too little appreciated, but 
too often evident at the commencement of the high school course. 
In many cases this extra year’s work has been the remedy. 

Our high school numbers afew more than ninety pupils. It is 
our local higher institution; the high school of the town; the school 
that is an item of expense to the town; the school in which I find 
all our citizens show much interest; that in which I myself worked 
for six years and which I am anxious to be the best. 

In aceordance with your directions, we have this year incorpor- 
ated a commercial course in its curriculum. Book-keeping, type- 
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writing, commercial arithmetic, commercial geography have been: 
elected by about fifteen pupils. Mr. C. A. Pike of Montpelier, Vt., 
a graduate of the Burdette Business College is the teacher in this. 
department. A second year’s work will continue the courses in 
book-keeping and type-writing; also the subjects of stenography 
and commercial law. In addition to his work in the high school, 
Mr. Pike conducts two lessons in penmanship each week in grades 
three to eight inclusive. 


By your instructions we have no teacher of drawing this year. 
Miss Cole, who was with us last year, is again the teacher in. 


the domestic arts. in addition she teaches music one period each. 
week in the grades. Mrs. Helen Searle teaches Latin and history, 


Miss Edna W. Simons, a graduate of Boston University, is the in- 
structor in French and English. Mr. Comery is again instructor- 
in mathematics. He also teaches manual training to the eighth 
and ninth grades: Principal E. Newton Smith for the third year is 
in charge of school. 


I believe we have today all the courses that can be carried onin 
our secondary school. I see no call for other courses. The Latin, 
Science, Domestic Arts and Commercial curricula demand the ser- 
vices of six teachers. About one hundred seventy-five periods of 
recitation work are held each week. Tohim conversant with class- 
room work, the fact must be clear that there is much to be done; 
that careful direction must be given; that the proportion of time, 
energy and expense given the various branches demand careful ad- 
ministrative ability. The state department of public instruction 
has approved our curricula. The colleges accept our certificate in 
lieu of examination. 


These conditions and privileges thus expressed as relating to 
high schools mean one thing that should receive its share of atten- 
tion. To meet the obligations levied upon the secondary schools of 
the state, costs money. For each course put into these schools, the 

‘state prescribes certain standards. Every time we vote to incor- 
porate a new course, the department of public instruction requires 
equipment. A certain number of teachers is indispensable. The. 
skilled laborer today receives his price. The merchant on the 
street gets his. If the reader were delegated to hire teachers, he. 
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‘would find that the same conditions exist in that department. We 
cannot secure satisfactory teachers without paying for them. 
Neither can we carry on the different curricula without funds for 
equipment. 

At the last school meeting the so-called Medical Inspection Act 
‘was adopted and the sum of $200.00 voted to carry out its provi- 
sions. To this sum was contributed $100.00 by the Newport 
~ Woman’s Club; also $25.00 by the local anti-suffrage organization. 
Every pupil in our schools has been carefully examined as to his 
eyes and ears. The inspector, Dr. H. A. Hanaford, appointed by 
you, is carefully examining the physical welfare of each pupil. His 
report is in your hands, or will be very soon. I wish we could do 
more for the child. To discover defects in sight and hearing; to 
detect adenoids and enlarged tonsils, (and many such facts have 
been brought to light), is the doctor’s duty—as well to advise the 
parent by card. To bring about the necessary relief, is left to the 
home. That serious cases should be entirely ignored, is nearly a 
crime. Iam sorry to find that such cases are not unknown. The 
inspection has brought many facts to light. _I recommend it for © 
your consideration next year. I feel certain that the physical 
welfare of the child will improve under it. 

May I at this time express thanks to the organizations in 
town that have materially helped toward carrying out this Inspect- 
ion Act. Thanks are also extended Mrs. Sibley for framed 
copies of the Country Boy’s Creed given to the Northville 
School. To the Woman’s Club for the same given to the other 
three rural schools. To Mrs. Bostwick for the Washington and 
Lincoln engravings given to the school at Guild. *To Miss Stevens 
for a collection of books for the Northville School Library. To Mr. 
George R. Brown for maps. ) 


My suggestions are not many. Above I have advised the 
adoption of the Medical Inspection Act for another year. (I may 
state that the present year expires with the school-year in June.) 

I also suggest that the teaching of drawing in the grades 
be reinstated. While the results of this work may not be apparent 
to everybody, yet I believe it leads to a love for the beautiful; to a 
better appreciation of all that art stands for. Sometimes I think it 
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leads a pupil to a higher level of thought. 

While our school buildings are in good condition, yet there is: 
still one fact connected with the Guild school to which I ask your 
attention. I believe we ought to have a fire-escape at the rear. 
There is no technical legality requiring it, yet the presence of thirty 
children on the second floor, demands a second exit. At present. 
there is but one flight of stairs, (and that is exceedingly steep. 
and narrow); two exits are necessary. 

Such is my statement of work done; of conditions existing. 
During the past year I have made about two hundred forty visits. 
to the school rooms throughout the town. These have been such 
as to show the work done. Many suggestions have been given;. 
some changes made; I hope for the better. Ideas are freely given. 
Some can be accepted; some cannot. The ideal is ever before us. 
We all have it. I may sincerely state that your school-system. 
stands for honest work. As such it stands before you for inspec-. 
tion. 

Let me extend to all the teachers my thanks for the co-oper- 
ation given me; for their patience extended me at times when such 
was asked for. Let me thank you,-gentlemen of the school board,,. 
for your support given me at all times.
